NEW YORK, Feb. 11,—-Louise 
Lawson is believed to have been 
trailed at least a month before she 
was murdered for her jewels, Fri- 
day morning, in her luxurious 
apartment on west Seventy-seventh 
street. During that time at .least 


one previous attempt was made to 
rob. her. 
Miss Charlotte Wakefield, clos- 
est friend of the murdered girl, 
told the police yesterday that soon 
after New Year's day two men 
went to Miss Lawson’s apartment 
and said they were~ bootleggers 
with a case of liquor sent by a 
friend who had not given his name 
Miss Lawson did not admit them 
saying she was not expecting such 
a present. Miss Wakefield said the 
incident worried Miss Lawsen. 
The two men were taken up the 
five flights to Miss Lawson’s apart- 
ment in the elevator on that occa- 
sion, just as they sere last Fri- 
day. They were not announced, 
despite the custom in that exclusive 
building to announce all visitors. 
That was because they came, as 
they did Friday, early in the morn- 
ing, when tradespeople passed up 
and down unmolested and unscru- 
tinized. 
-Thomas Kane, elevator operator. 
told the police it was nof unusual 
for bootleggers to go to Miss Law- 
son’s apartment. They were not 
usually announced. 

Slayers Carricd Large Package. 

The package carried by the two 
men who went to Miss Lawson’s 
apartment, bound and gagged her 
with towels and adhesive tape and 
left her to suffocate while they 
robbed her apartment at their 
leisure, was described by Kane of 
such a size and obvious weight as. 
to have been a case of liquor. 

It is accepted that the two ar- 
rived in an automobile. No one 
remembers secing a car in front 
of the. building between 8 o’clock 
and 8:30 Friday morning, when 
the crime was committed. Kane 
remembers opening the leaded 
glass doors of ‘the building to per- 
mit the one man who carried the 
package to take it out again, after 
he had muttered that Miss Lawson 
wanted Scotch and all he had was 
rye. 

Kane did not observe where the 
man with the package went. There 
is a dark archway leading from 
the front door and the monastic 
hallway of the building to the 
street, in which it would be dif- 
ficult to trace anyone’s movements. 
Kane remained on duty at his ele- 
vator. 

Stick to Robbery Theory. 

The police have come to. the con- 
clnsion that one of the slayers was 
an automobile driver, “unless they 
had a third to help them. In an 
effort to identify them, Kane prob- 
ably will be taken today to the 
State License Bureau to look over 
the photographs on file there of 
all New York’s chauffeurs. and 
taxicab drivers. 

The case has new simmered 
down to the identification of the 
two. Every other theory but the 
one that she was murdered by 
thugs intent on robbery has vir- 
tually been dropped. 

A code message, apparently 
meaningless, but possibly an im- 
portant threat in the skein of 
clews was in the hands of Inspector 
John D. Coughlin today. The mes- 
sage was found pinned to a door in 
Miss Lawson’s apartment. Cough- 
lin’s experts say the figures read: 

“Alone ¢oo long.” 

Beneath is written 
Lovise Lawson.” 

Neither figures nor the name is 
in Miss Lawson's handwriting, de- 
tectives say.

However, the court held, as it ruled 
several months ago in declaring 
the St. Louis zoning ordinance ruil, 
that the proposed ordinance would 
be invalid on the ground it would 
impose restrictions on the legitl- 
mate use of private property, with- 
out just compensation for the own- 
ers. 

The opinion, written by Judge W. 
W. Graves, held “‘no right of prop- 
erty owner is taken or injured un- 
til there has been legislative ac- 
tion,” and that the Plan Commis- 
sion was but an edviséry body te 
the Board of Aldermen. It held a 
writ of prohibition could not be is- 
sued against the commission, as it 
was not performing a judicial func- 
tion in drafting the zoning plan 
and proposed ordinance. 

“Legislative action cannot be 
prohibited by the courts,” Judge 
Graves wrote, “although the courts 
can reach the finished product (the 
ordinance) after the enactment 
thereof.” 

Judges Woodson, D. E. Blair, 
Walker and Whtie concurred in the 
opinion, Judges J. T. Biair and 
Ragland dissenting.

PUBLIC SERVICE EXTOLLED 
IN PULPITS OF ST. LOUIS 


in Crises Even 
Says Dr. 


He Brought to Democracy Great Leadership 


as Did Lincoln, 
Dodson. 


Sermons memorializing the life 
and work of Woodrow Wilson were 
preached yesterday in a number of 
St. Louis churches as part of an 
observance throughout State and 
nation. 

The Rev. George Rowland Dod- 
son, pastor of the Church of the 
Unity, said in the pulpit of that 
church: 

“Man is never at his best save 
when he is in touch with ultimate 
issues. The same ts true of a na- 
tion. Democracy appears at its 
worst in times of reace and pros- 
perity. It has rot yet found a way 
to put its wisest and best in posi- 
tions of leadership. Too often 
those who come to the front are 
flatterers anc time-servers, skillful 
in the art of discerning currents 
of prejudice and passion on which 
they are floated into office. 

“But in times of crisis, great 
men are called to leadership, and 
the monkeys and parrots are rele- 
gated to the rear. At least, this 
has been true several! times in our 
history. - In the struggle for inde- 
pendence there was George Wash- 
ington. When the Union was in 
danger and strength and wisdom 
were supremely needed, Abraham 
Lincoln appeared. Of Lincoln, W1ll- 
son said that ‘to the Eastern poli- 
ticlans he seemed like an accident, 
but to history he must seem like a 
providence.’ Then came Grover 
Cleveland. 


The Man for the Crisis. 
“Finally, when America had to 
decide whether to continue her 
tradition of aloofness or to enter 
the great struggle in which the 
principles that gave birth were at 
stake, she found a noble _ repre- 
sentative and spexesman of her 
ideals, strong patient, wise, an up- 
standing man, a lover of his race, 
who guided the ship of state 
through the wildest storm our 
planet has ever known. He gave 
his life for our cause as truly as 
did our soldiers at thd front. A 
week ago he passed into history. 
And now, in the clear perspective 
which death brings, at this time 
when there is generosity in all but 
the meanest hearts, we may profit- 
ably consider the significance of 
his character and career. 

“All true Americans will recog- 
nize the sincerity and nobility and 
unselfishness of his aims. He be- 
longs to us all. England today re- 
mémbers the struggle of round- 
heads and cavaliers, and glories in 
‘both Cromwell and Prince Rupert. 
In this country, North and South 
are glad that when there was a 
family quarre! neither side proved 
to be poltroons and cowards. The 
grandeur and beauty of the char- 
acters of Lincoln and Lee are our 
common possession.. Heroes won, 
but they won in a contest with men 
whose bravery and sincerity they 
gladly acknowledge. 

“Place With the Immortals.” 

“Mr. Wilson was head of a na- 
tion with a tradition of aloofness, 
a nation that hated war, but a na- 
tion that prizes righteousness and 
honor more than peace. So, he 
was denounced by those pacifists 
who care for peace more than for 
rightéousness and freedom, and al- 
so by the militant and impatient 
who cried out for action that would 
express not moral necessity but ex- 


cited feeling. Yet time proved the 
wisdom of patience. When at last 
we entered the war it was as a 
united nation. 

“Defects, errors of judgment, yes, 
there were plenty of them. A great 
man usually has the defects of his 
qualities. But they are not an ex- 
cuse for refusal to co-operate with 
him in realizing humanity’s ideal 
of a peace without vengeance, of a 
world organization for security, 
justice and peace. Like his great 
predecessors, he sought great ends, 
and he appears gigantic compared 
with the so-called statesmen who 
watch the weather-vane and do all 
things with reference to re-@lec- 
tion, who insult us by bombast and 
buncombe, who appeal to the worst 
in us instead of the noblest and 
best. The ends he sought for are 
sure to come. ,He will be remem; 
bered when the voices of obloquy 
have long passed into the silence. 
His place is with the immortals.” 

Gave Nations a Battle Cry. 

Charles M. Hay, in a memorial 
address delivered at Cabanne 
Methodist Church, said: 

“He not only taught a confused 
world the meaning of the war,. but 
he gave to the disheartened and 
dismayed nations their battle cry. 
Summoning millions of his coun- 
trymen to arms and calling unto 
the friends of liberty and democ- 
racy everywhere, he cried, ‘Fight 
on till the world is made safe for 
democracy.’ That was the cry 
heard round the world.” 

A Magnificent Failure.

It was the sort of 
failure men cannot forget. Wilson 
will. haunt the conscience of Amer- 
ica. We will come to his ideals. We 
must come or perish. He kept his 
terch alight to the end, and other 
hands will carry it on to the goal.” 

A Great Prophet.

“Woodrow Wilson, in his leader- 
ship of America and the world, has 
been a great prophet. While the 
years to come must witness the

GIVEN BY A DOUGHBOY 


His Washington Pastor Tells 
of War President’s Joy 
in Sinking Hymns.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Trib- 


ute was paid yesterday to the mem- 
ory of Woodrow Wilson in the 
Central Presbyterian Church here, 
where he had worshipped in his 
vigorous days. President and Mrs. 
Coolidge, and many high Govern- 
ment officials were present to hear 
the Rev. Dr. James H. Taylor de- 
liver his sermon, “A Great Man 
Has Fallen,” and to listen to those 
hymns the dead President loved. 
They sat near Mr. Wililson’s flag- 


draped pew, which is to be in 
mourning for 30 days. Intimate 
glimpses into the life of the war 
President were given by Dr. Taylor. 

“He has paid the price of great- 
ness by his devotion and loyalty to 
the vision of peace,” he said, “but 
this great sacrifice will not be in 
vain. The generations that are to 
come will rise up and call him 
blessed. 

“We can say of him in all due 
reverence that God sent a man 
into the world; a man of great 
spirit and purpose; a man of great 
intellectual power and moral ideal- 
ism: a man who was a seer and a 
prophet of peace; to be a leader 
of his people and a friend of the 
world, whose name is Woodrow 
Wilson.” 

“Went to Church to Worship.” 

Touching on the religion of the 
former President, Dr. Taylor said 
“He went to church to worship, 
not merely to observe a custom, but 
to find comfort and strength for 
his spiritual life. 

“He was-in every. sense of the 
word a Christian gentleman,” the 
pastor continued, “he was an elder 
in the Presbyterian Church, and 
recognized that office as one of 
dignity and honor. He was very 
‘devotional and reverential in his 
worship, and seemed to enjoy 
greatly taking part in the singing 
of the hymns. & 

“One soldier boy sent him a 
khaki-bound copy of the New Tes- 
tament such as the doughboys car- 
ried into the trenches with them, 
asking him to read it every day. 
He kept this agreement, never fail- 
ing to read this khaki-bound tes- 
tament, and no matter how hard 
he had worked during the day, or 
how late the hour at night, he read 
that testament and kept faith with 
the boys. 

Sat With Soldier Boys. 

“During the period of the war, 
when our city was crowded and 
our churches taxed beyond their 
capacity, he insisted that his pew 
should be divided with the soldier 
boys; and often private soldiers 
and noncommissioned officers were 
seated next to the commander-in- 
chief of the army and navy.” 

The hymns that Mr. Wilson 
loved and which were intoned yes- 
terday at the memorial service 
were: “How Firm a Foundation,” 
“Day Is Dying in the West,” and 
“The Son of God Goes Forth to 
War.” 

All of the service was broadcast 
by radio. 


“Peace Shall Triumph,” Said Wil- 
son to Daniels.

PHILADELPHIA, Féb. 11.—Me- 
morial exercises for Woodrow Wil- 
son were held here yesterday in 
the Academy of Music. The speak- 
ers included Josephus Daniels, for- 
mer Secretary of the Navy; Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, wife of the 
former Assistant Secretary of the

Plan to Organize the ‘Three

0 RGANIZATION and synchronization of the 


three great isolated groups of Missouri 


courts of record into a cohesive system through 
which litigation would flow more speedily and 
with less congestion, was the central aim of the 
Constitutional Convention in recommending adop- 
tion of proposed Amendment No. 7, which would 
revise Article VI of the Constitution. Difference of 
opinion exists as to whether the amendment as 
offered will accomplish that end. 

“If the people of Missouri adopt Amendment No. 
7, which relates to the judiciary department, that 
State will have the best system of courts so far 
as the Constitution goes, in the Union,” declared 
the Journal of the American Judicature Society. 
This journal went so far as to get out a special 
Missouri edition, devoted to “The Crisis in Mis- 
souri,” urging Missourians to adopt the change. 

Adoption of Amendment No. 7 “In my judgment, 
would constitute the greatest advance which has 
been made in a generation toward the simplifica- 
tion and improvement of the administration of jus- 
tice in Missouri; it would give Missouri the best 
organized courts in America,” said Manley O. Hud- 
son, Bemis professor of international law at Har- 
vard Law School, formerly for nine years professor 
of law at the University of Missouri, and one of 
former President Wilson’s advisers at the Paris 
Peace Conference. 

The opposite view is declared by Commissioner 
Robert T. Railey of the State Supreme Court, who 
asserts: 

“Said amendment is unjust to the lawyers repre- 
senting litigants in said tourt. The provision for 
a judicial council opens wide the floodgates of 
speculative litigation that will necessarily arise in 
construing the new and untried rules of practice 
and procedure adopted by the council, which will 
follow in the wake of said amendment, if adopted. 

“Said amendment, as a whole, is visionary in its 
tendencies, impractical *in its operation, and if it 
becomes a part of the organic law, will stand as a 
menace to good government and judicial progress 
in this State.” 

In considering its problem the convention re- 
alized that to modernize Missouri courts it must in- 
crease the manpower of the tribunals and pave 
the way to carve out antiquated procedure, some 
of which emphasizes form to the detriment of liti- 
gants and thé public. Then it ought to tle together 
the three groups of courts now functioning with 
little effort at unity, even though a resultant gain 
in efficiency cost some of the Judges a meed of 
their independence and dignity. 

The delegates came to realize as they debated 
this question that, if possible, they, must achieve 
their task by utilizing to greater effectiveness occu- 
pants of the judgeships now in‘ existence. The 
voters twice, in 1908 and again in 1920, defeated 
proposals to increase the Supreme Cougt from seven 
to nine Judges, and in other ways have indicated 
a decided reluctance to approve anything that re- 
sembles a “job-creating’” movement. Out of this 
necessity, after long and violent discussion, stormi- 
est of the entire convention, was born the judicial 


council plan. 
Council of Nine Judges. 

This council would be composed of nine Judges, 
three Supreme Judges, three from the Courts of 
Appeals, and three from the Circuit Courts. To 
this council would be given power to establish and 
simplify rules of practice and procedure for all 
courts of the State. It would be prohibited, how- 
ever, from denying or abridging a remedy or sub- 
stantive right given by law and the Legislature 
would have power to amend or annul any rule fixed 


by it. 

Power to call Circuit Judges temporarily from 
one circuit to another or to assist the Supreme 
Court or Courts of Appeals in time of congested 
business, power to transfer cases from one court 
of appeals to another and power to assign a Judge 
of one trial court to assist the trial court of any 
like jurisdiction, upon request or upon its own ini- 
tiative, whenever the efficient transaction of busi- 
ness required, would also be lodged in the Council. 
It also would be required to arrange for the hoid- 
ing of court in all cases when a reguiar Judge 
could not hold court. ; 

This amendment also would abolish the commis- 
sion of three. members assisting the St. Lonis Court 
of Appeals and substitute therefor a new division of 
‘three regular Judges, to be elected at the November 
election of this year. This on the theory that a di- 
vision of full Judges could function far more effec- 
tively than a commission, to ease extreme conges- 
tion in the St. Louis Court. It would provide also 
that a Chief Justice of the Supreme Court be elect- 
ed for a 10-year term to administer the court and 
write opinions when not otherwise engaged, in- 
stead of having a title of Chief Justice for rota-

the Circuit Courts, Courts of Appeal and Supreme 
Court at a time different from that for the nomina- 
tion of candidates for other offices, to the end that 
partisan political issues have as little bearing as 
possible upon the selection of judicial nominees. 

These changes and the power conferred upon the 
Legislature to create another Court: of Appeals 
or change or abolish those now in existence, 
and to establish, change. or abolish courts other 
than the Circuit and Appellate tribunals, as public 
convenience may require, are the principal ribs of 
the proposal. It would leaye the courts of inferior 
jurisdiction intact for the present, but subject to 


later change by the Legislature should the need 
arise. 


Opposition From Three Sources. 

So far as is known, three sets of influence are 
being thrown against adoption of this amendment, 
that of Commissioner Railey, attorneys in sym- 
pathy with his position ane other friends of the 
Supreme Court Judges;:* attorneys representing a 
number of railroads operating in Miasours and the 
State Federation of Labor. 

None of the Supreme Judges has been publicly 
quoted, except Judge John T. White. A purport- 
ed interview with. him, declaying the amendment 
faulty, was published. In justice to Judge White, 
however, it must be said that his statement was 
prepared only for private circulation and got into 
print without his express consent. 

The entire atmosphere around the Supreme 
Court building, however, is antagonistic to the pro- 
posal and it is privately charged that the amend- 
ment is the work of attorneys who have lost cases 
in the Supreme Court and are trying “to get even.” 


The Judges and attaches of the court like the 


present system, It works all right, say they. Why 
change? Then, too, friends of the court are some- 
what piqued that its plea that.two more Judges 
be added to its force, was disregarded. They do 
not like to see snatched from the present Judges 
the coveted privilege of being Chief Justice at some 
time during their tenure, nor do they look with 
favor upon the judicial council in which Supreme 
Judges would work alongside Judges of the Circuit 
Courts and Courts of Appeals on an equal footing.. 

The State Council of Circuit Judges, however, 
has indorsed the amendment, as have a number 
of other organizations. The State Bar Association, 
by a vote of 42 yes and 46 no, failed to pass a 
resolution indorsing it. The vote was taken on 
the last afternoon of the meeting, after some of 
the members had departed. 


Comments From Without State. 

From without the State have come several com- 
ments. 

Samuel Untermyer of New York, widely a 
lawyer, who is especially remembered in his con- 
nection with the exposure of eee: material com- 
binations in the East, wrote: 

“Tf the law’s delays in the administration ot 
justice in Missouri are ‘anything like as oppressive 
and destructive of the assertion of legal rights as 


they are in the East, Amendment No. 7 or any/ 


other amendment with a tendency to cure that evil ' 
should be welcomed. The present situation amounts 
in most of the states to a virtual denial of jus- 
tice. * * * The man who does not want to 
pay his debts can well afford to ‘hang up’ his 
creditors in the courts for years at 6 per cent, 
earning perhaps twice as much on his creditor’s 
money, whilst the creditor, after paying his law- 
yer’s fees, loses a substantial part of bis debt. That 
absurd procedure is but one of the many archaic 
methods of administering justice.” 

Charles Boston, New York attorney and chair- 
man of the Committee on Professional Ethics of 
the New York Bar Association, wrote: 

“Missouri’s proposed Amendment No. 7 will, 
mark an admirable advance in jidicial administra- 
tion: It will supplement as an example for the 
people of the various Ameritan states, the prog- 
ress in that direction that has already been made 
by the organization of the judicial council under 
the legislation of Congress.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Four| 


reports on the new revenue bill, 
differing widely on the question 
of income and surtax rates, were 
reported to the House today by 
members of the Ways and Means 
Committee. 

The measure, which has occ- 
pied more than two months of the 
committee’s time, is expected to 
provide at least a month's debate 
in the House, where a change in 
the rules will permit its amend- 
ment from the floor. 

Chairman Green, in submitting 
the committee report, which was 
adopted by a strict party vote in 
committee, although three Re- 
publicans, including Green, are 
known to favor its amendment, 
said the income tax reductions 
provided for. in the bill as submit- 
ted would bring an annual saving 
to taxpayers of $341,440,000 after 
it was in full operation, as com- 
pared with the estimated 1923 in- 
come return; together with an es- 
limated reduction of $232,750,000 
in 1923 personal iricome taxes 
payable this year. 

The reduction in estimated rev- 
enue will be distributed as follows: 

Normal tax, $91,600,000; sur- 
taxes $101,800,000; earned incomes 
$89,500,000 and miscellaneous of 
war excise taxes, many of which 
were repealed, $108,040,000. This 
will be offset by increases result- 
ing from limitations on capital 
losses and certain deductions lim- 
ited to tax free income, which it 
is estimated will bring in $49,500,- 
000 additional revenue annually. 

Reduction in Normal Tax. 

The normal tax of th efirst $4000 

of taxable income is reduced from 


on the remainder of the taxable in- 
come from 8 to 6 per cent. The 
initial surtax rate of 1 per cent is 
made to apply at $10,000 instead 
of $6000 and is increased gradual- 
ly to 26 per cent in incomes of 
$100,000 and over.

THE MUSTARD 
POULTICE 


ERE is absolutely/no danger 
of a mustard poultice irritating 
the skin if it is properly made 

and. carefully applied. 

To one part dry mustard add two 
parts of flour and sufficient water 
to form a thick paste. Spread this 
on a clean cotton cioth, 
sufficient cloth to turn in well 
along the edges, so the mustard 
mixture will remain inside. After 
the poultice has been applied to 
the affected parts three minutes, 
watch carefully and as soon as the 
skin shows a deep pink glow re- 
move the poultice. Dry the skin by 
patting with a soft cloth instead of

clean piece of linen or cotton cloth.
